AN  ACT 

Providing  for  the  indemnification  of  certain 

claimants  of  public  lands  in  the  .Mississip- 
pi Territory. 

Be  it  enacted  7ty  the  Senate  and  Home  of  Re- 
preientativeo  of  t/te  ITnited  State)  of  .Imerica  in 
Contpreee  attembled.  That  every  person  or  per- 
s ns  claiming  public  lands  in  the  Mississippi 
tcritory,  south  of  the  state  ot  Georgia,  under 
the  act,  or  pretended  act  of  the  state  of  Geor- 
gia, entitled  “ An  act  supplementary,  to  an 
act,  entitled  “ .An  act  for  appropriating  a part 
of  the  unlocated  territory  of  this  state  for  the 
payment  of  the  late  state  troops,  and  other 
purposes  therein  mentioned,  declaring  the 
right  of  this  stale  to  the  unappropriated  ter- 
tory  thereof,  for  the  protection  and  support  of 
the  frontiers  of  this  state  and  for  other  purpo- 
SC8,”  passed  January  the  seventh,  one  thou- 
s.and  seven  liiiiidred  and  ninety-five,  who  have 
exhibited  the  evidence  of  their  claims  to  the 
secretary  of  stale,  for  the  purpose  of  having 
the  same  recorded  in  bonks  of  his  office  con- 
formably to  the  act  of  congress  passed  the 
third  day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  three,  entitled  .An  act  regulating 
the  grants  of  lands,  and  providing  for  the  dis 
posai  of  the  lands  of  the  United  Slates,  south 
of  the  state  of  Tcnne.ssee,”  shall  be  allowed 
until  the  first  Alomlay  of  January  next,  to  de- 
posit in  the  nifice  of  the  secretary  of  state  of 
tile  United  States,  » sufficient  legal  release  of 
all  such  claim  or  claims  to  the  United  States, 
and  an  assignment  and  transfer  to  the  United 
States,  of  their  right  ami  claim  to  any  sum  or 
sums  of  money  which  by  them  or  the  persons 
from  whom  they  or  any  of  them  have  derived 
their  claims  was  deposited  or  paid  into  the 
trco.siiry  of  the  state  of  Georgia,  as  the  enn- 
sidi'ration  of  the  piirclia.se  of  the  land  for 
whicfi  their  release  of  claim  is  deposited  as 
aforesaid  ; and  also  a power  to  sue  in  the  name 
of  such  claimant  for  any  sum  or  sums  of  mo- 
ney ass'igned  as  aforesaid,  and  which  shall  have 
been  unlawfully  or  framlcntly  withdrawn  from 
the  treaisiiry  of  tlie  state  of  Georgia,  such  rc 
lease,  :.  Esignment,  transfer  and  power  to  take 
effect  on  the  indemnification  of  such  claim- 
ants bei  og  made  conformably  to  the  provisions 
of  this  a ct 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  furl/ier  enacted.  That  the 


secretary  of  state,  the  secretary  of  the  treasu- 
ry, and  the  attorney  general  of  the  United 
States  (for  the  time  being)  shall  be  and  they 
are  hereby  constituted  and  appointed  a board 
of  commissioners,  lo  meet  in  the  city  of 
Washington,  on  the  first  AIond.ay  of  January 
next ; and,  as  soon  as  m.ay  be  practicable  there- 
after, they  or  any  two  of  them,  are  iliereby 
fully  authorised  ,snd  required  to  adjudge  and 
determine  upon  the  sufficiency  of  the  relea- 
ses and  assignments  and  p->wers  to  he  execu- 
ted and  deposited  In  the  office  of  the  secreta- 
ry of  state  in  conformitv  with  the  foregoing 
section  ; and  als'i  to  adjudge  and  finally  de- 
termine upon  all  controversies  arising  fi*om 
such  cl'alms  so  released  as  aforesaid,  which 
may  he  found  to  conflict  with,  and  be  adverse 
to,  each  other  ; and  also  to  adjudge  and  deter- 
mine upon  all  such  chaims  under  the  aforesaid 
.act  or  pretended  act  of  the  slate  of  Georgia, 
as  m.ay  be  found  to  liav.e  accrued  to  the  United 
States  by  opcatioii  of  law  : Provided,  That 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  commissioners 
to  cause  to  be  published  fin*  the  period  of  three 
months  before  tlife  said  meeting,  at  least  once 
a week  in  all  the  public  newspapers  in  which 
the  acts  of  congress  are  by  authority  published, 
notice  of  the  purposes  aiiJ  of  the  time  and 
place  of  such  meeting.

Paris,  -April  6. — II.  M.  the  Emperor 
of  Russia,  as  soon  as  he  was  informed  ot 
the  change  in  the  French  Government 
produced  by  the  Senate,  proposed,  in  the ' 
name  of  the  allied  powers,  to  Napoleoi.

The  first  mail,  from  Paris  direct,  arri- 
ved this  morning.  We  received  Paris 
papers  to  the  1 7th  containing  intelligence 
of  gieat  interest  and  importance. 

The  Provisional  Government  is  dissol- 
ved, and  by  a Decree  of  the  Senate,  the 
government  of  the  Kingdom  has  been 
conferred  upon  Monsieur,  until  the  arr 
val  of  Louis  XVIII.  and  his  acceptance 
of  the  C.onstituiion. — The  Decree  was 
presented  lo  him  by  the  Senate  in  a body 
on  the  evening  of  the  14th.  M.  'Ial- 
LEYRAND  made  an  appropriate  Speech 
to  which  Monsieur  replied. 

The  Emperor  of  Austria  entered  Paris 
; in  stile  on  the  iSth.  He  was  met  by  the 
Emperor  Alexander  and  King  ot  Prussia, 
and  the  Crown  Prince  of  Sweden,  and  re- 
ceived at  the  barrier  by  Monsieur  and  an 
immense  concourse  of  persons.  His 
Imperial  .Vlajesiy  took  up  his  residence  at 
tlic  Hotel  Cliarost,  since  called  the  Bor- 
ghese  palace. 

Many  of  the  attendants  of  Bonaparte 
have  refused  to  accompany  him,  even  his 
favorite  Mameluke. — Generals  Bertrand 
and  Desnoulles,  and  one  more  officer,  go 
with  him. 

Part  of  the  Allied  troops  from  Paris, 
left  France  to  rccross  the  Rhine. 

Sieyes,  Clianipagny,  Savary,  Maret. 
and  many  other  civil  and  military  officers 
have  sent  in  their  adhesion.  Addresses 
and  dispatches  flow  into  Paris  from  all 
parts  of  France.

This  morning’s  mail’ arrived  at  the 
Fosi-Office  in  Lombard-street,  direct  from 
Paris.  The  utmost  possible  tranquility 
prevailed  in  that  capital.  Great  har- 
nony  among  all  ranks.  -Adhesions  to  the 
new  rnment  flow  in  daily — Sir  C 
Stewart  had  left  Paris  on  a special  mission 
'o  .Marshal  Soult  and  Lord  Wellington 
Bonaparte  continues  at  Fontainbleau  ; his 
excuse  is  a cutaneous  disorder,  which  re 
quires  the  use  of  the  Bath.  The  .Arch- 
Duchess  of  .Austria,  Maria  Louis..,  has 
not  joined  hjm  ; she  is  at  Rambouillet 
with  her  son,  and  is  about  to  have  an  in- 
tervic.v  with  her  father,  the  Emperor  of 
.Ausii-ia. 

Ordei'S  have  been  given  for  the  block- 
ading squadron  off  the  several  French 
ports,  to  retul'n  Into  Portsmouth  and  Ply- 
mouth. 

Preparations  ai'c  already  making  for 
reducing  our  several  war  establishments 
Orders  have  been  issued  for  disbanding 
the  militia  on  the  24th  of  June. 

The  Archduchess  Maria  Louisa,  it  is 
now  said  does  not  accompany  Bonaparte 
to  Elba,  but  retires  to  Guastalla,  in  Italy, 
where  she  will  reside,  and  lake  the  title  of 
■Archduchess  of  Guastalla.  It  seems  pro- 
bable that  a formal  divorce  will,  at  no 
distant  period,  be  pronounced  between 
them. 

Louis  -KA^’IIl,  having  tieclared  his  read- 
iness  to  accept  the  French  crown  and  con- 
stitution, under  such  arrangement  as  the 
authorities  of  the  country  shall  think  fit, 
his  majesty,  it  is  expected,  will  depart  in 
a few  days.  His  royal  liighness  the  duke 
of  Clarence,  admiral  ol  the  fleet,  it  is  ex- 
pected, is  to  command  the  royal  yatcli, 
which  has  been  ordered  by  the  admiralty 
to  be  prepared  for  the  occasion. 

His  majesty,  we  understand,  would 
prefer  being  crowned  at  Rl.eims,  accor- 
ding to  the  custom  of  the  kings  his  ances- 
tors ; but  the  cathedral  is  too  old  and  de- 
cayed. The  ceremony  is,  however,  to  be 
performed  by  tl.e  venerable  archbishop  of 
Rliein.s,  who  is  upwards  of  ninety  years 
old.  His  majesty  will  be  accomp-anied 
to  France  by  the  duchess  of  -Angouleme, 
count  dc  la  Cliatre,  his  secretary  due  d'- 
G ammoiii,  and  a select  number  of  the 
emigrant  nobility. 

Her  majesty  is  expected  to  be  In  town, 
to  be  present  at  the  fete  to  be  given  to 
Louis  XVHl  by  the  prince  regent.

wreaths  of  Cyprus  are  joined  to  fi-esh  lau- 
rels. The  two  armies  so  full  of  mutual 
esteem,  the  consequence  of  valor,  have 
engaged  each  o’hci-,  U the  Fiend,  troops 
alter  an  lioroic  resistance  had  evacuated 
Toulouse.  We  have  to  regiet  tl.e  death 
of  Gen.  Tauhiii,  f^sneial  of  Division,  and 
the  severe  wounds  of  Geins.  Haris ne  and 


iJourot,  Gens.  Beriier  and  Casquct,  the 
col  of  the  10th  infantry  of  the  line,  and  M 
Alorlincourt  commanditig  battalion  of  ar- 
tillery, are  also  wounded." 

The  Courier,  who  carried  to  the  South 
ol  France,  the  news  of  Bonaparte’s  de- 
thronement, having  been  detained  upon 
the  road,  it  is  alhrmed  that  on  the  ele- 
venth there  was  a bloody  battle  between 
Lord  Wellington  and  Marshal  Soult,  the 
allies  remained  masters  of  the  field  of  bat- 
tle. 

The  indisposition  of  Bonaparte  had  at 
first  appeared  very  serious,  and  Dr.  Cour- 
risact  repaired  to  Fontainbleau,  but  the 
patient  is  doing  better,  and  he  was  de- 
cidedly to  set  olf  to  day  to  the  place  of  his 
destination.  lie  is  accompanied  by  the 
Jinglish  Col.  Campbell,  the  Russian  Gen. 
Ideswaloff,  a Prussian  and  Austrian  Gen. 
and  an  escort  of  1 500  men  of  the  allied 
troops. 

It  is  affirmed  that  the  fate  of  the  Roman 
states  and  of  Tuscany  is  determined — the 
former  ate  to  be  given  hack  to  the  Pope, 
and  Tuscany  will  he  restored  to  the 
Grand  Duke  of  Wurtzbtirg. 

Paris,  4{tr\l  \7th — This  morning  Bo- 
naparte at  last  set  off  from  Fontainbleau. 

It  is  affirmed  that  he  yesterday  deman- 
ded three  Libraries,  that  of  Fontainbicati, 
that  of  the  Council  of  State,  and  his  pri- 
vate Library  at  the  Thuillcrics,  k besides, 
all  his  carriages  to  the  number  of  160. 

Paris,  .^jiril  \ 7th. — It  is  said  that  Bona- 
parte set  off  at  length  on  the  1 5th,  at  four 
in  the  afternoon,  for  the  Isle  Elbe. 

J'ontainbleau,  Afiril  \Sth,A.M. — Bo- 
naparte, though  sick,  reads  every  day  the 
Paris  papers.  His  hand  trembles  while 
he  reads  them,  and  his  unsteady  eye  ra- 
pidly runs  over  them.  He  seems  still  to 
look  for  the  extravagant  and  ridiculous 
praises,  with  which  they  did  not  cease  to 
load  him.  Alas  he  finds  there  now  only 
tardy  and  painful  truths  His  physical 
and  moral  dejection  shews  with  what  an- 
xiety he  supports  the  burthen,  and  how 
impatient  he  is  under  it. 

Sometimes  forgetting  that  he  has  acted 
his  part,  and  that  he  has  ceased  to  be  the 
hero,  fiar  excellence,  he  flies  into  a pass- 
ion and  theatens  with  the  height  of  his 
anger,  the  audacious  wretches  who  dare 
to  speak  to  him  so  disrespectfully. 

Then  coming  to  himself  and  recollect- 
ing that  he  is  no  longer  the  redoubtable 
Napoleon,  he  exclaims  in  agony,  “If  I 
had  been  told  three  years  ago,  an  hun- 
dredth part  of  what  I hear  now,  I should 
be  still  upon  the  throne." 

The  foregoing  is  all  the  information  the 
paper  contains  worth  communicating. — 
Nothing  of  American  affairs  is  even  men- 
tioned. 

Portsmouth,  (Rnt;.)  A/ml  18.— The 
Eagle  74,  Admiral  Freemantle,  is  to  sail 
immediately  Irom  the  Downs,  to  escort 
the  King  of  France  to  Boulogne.

Tire  CREPR  W\U  NOT  OVER. 

Col.  Blanchard,  aid  de-camp  to  his  Excellen- 
cy Gov.  Holmes  of  the  Mississippi  territory  ar- 
rived in  Nashville  yesterday,  and  informs  us 
that  intelligence  was  received  from  Pensaco- 
la brought  by  two  gentlemen  immediately 
trom  there,  that  between  the  12tb  and  15lh  of 
May,  2,500  hostile  Creek  Indians  were  at  Pen- 
sacola, and  receivevl  there,  arms,  powder  and 
lead,  from  the  governor,  and  that  ji’Qnlnn  was 
among  the  number. 

As  Col  Blanchard  passed  through  the  Choc- 
taw nation  he  learnt  a party  of  that  tribe  had 
gone  against  the  hostile  Creeks. 

The  lurnishing  the  above  mentioned  Indians 
with  arms  and  ammunition  is  certainly  an  act 
of  hostility  in  the  governor  of  Pensacola  : but 
his  hostility  is  still  more  glaring  in  the  fol- 
lowing afiair.  A short  time  since  two  men 
deserted  from  the  U -S.  army  (did  regiment) 
but  previously  to  leaving  the  camp  they  con- 
trived to  steal  the  public  and  private  papers 
of  Col.  Russel,  with  which  they  proceeded  to 
Pensacola,  and  there  delivered  them  to  the 
governor. 

Col.  Russel  when  informed  where  his  papers 
were  sent  an  officer  to  the  governor  requesting 
the  restitution  of  them,  who  promptly  refus- 
ed to  return  them  to  the  Col.  In  lime  of  act- 
ual hostilities  we  have  understood  that  the  of- 
ficers of  .adverse  armies  alw.iys  pay  some  res- 
pect to  the  papers  of  each  other  that  fall  into 
their  hands — they  are  held  sacred.  We  have 
often  said  it,  and  still  repeat  the  remark,  there 
is  as  much  friendship  in  the  Creeks  as  in  the 
Spani.ards  who  are  under  British  inOuence 
The  Indians  now  at  Pen.sacola  are  probably 
M’Quinn’s  party  and  the  Siminoles — they  can 
not  be  any  of  those  from  the  upper  towns  we 
im.igine.  Tlie  following  letter  from  a gentle- 
man of  respectability  confirms  the  disposition 
of  the  Spanianis. 


Extract  of  a letter  from  George  S.  Gains,  esif. 
to  his  Excellency  Governor  Blount,  dated 
Fort  St  Stephens,  May  14,  1814. 

It  is  reported  (and  indeed  the  report  has 
come  so  straight  it  cannot  be  doubted)  tlut 
thethiptain  General  of  the  llavann.ah  has  lately- 
ordered  the  governor  of  Pensacola  to  supply 
the  Indians  with  arms  and  ammunition  to  rai 
ry  on  the  war  against  us,  and  that  the  vessel 
that  brought  the  order  b-ought  also  the  means. 
But  I trust  that  their  assistance  has  come  too 
late  to  do  us  much  injury. 


17“  flen.  Harrison,  Governor  Shelby,  and 
Governor  Cass,  are  the  commissioners  appoint- 
ed by  the  President  of  the  Cnited  Stales,  to 
arrange  the  treaty  with  the  north-western  5. 
idians  Colonel  Johnson  and  the  lion  J Mor-

A BRILLIANT  EXPLOIT. 

Copy  of  a Letter  from  Gen.  Gaines  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  IVar. 

Head-quarters,  Sackctl’s  Harbor, 
May  30, 1814. 

Sir — Maj.  Appling  of  the  1st  rifle  re- 
giment, with  a small  detachment  under 
his  command  for  the  purpose  of  protect- 
ing the  naval  stores  coming  from  Os- 
wego, having  got  safely  into  Sandy  Creek, 
was  this  morning  attacked  by  a detach- 
ment from  the  British  navy  ; and  after  an 
action  of  10  minutes,  heat  and  captured 
the  whole  of  the  enemy’s  force,  without 
the  loss  of  a man  except  one  Indian. 

The  loss  of  the  enemy  is  13  killed,  28 
wounded,  and  133  taken;  with  four  large 
and  as  many  small  boats.  Amongst  the 
prisoners  are  two  Post  Captains,  four 
Lieutenants  of  the  navy,  one  Captain  of 
marines  and  2 Lieutenants,  and  two  Mid- 
shipmen. I'he  captain  of  Marines  and 
one  Midsliipman  are  badly  wounded.
